sions, and reviews for upcoming 
tests, we received none of these. 
In fact, even when asked for 
review notes or help-aids to 
assist us in writing his exams 
(which consisted entirely of test 
bank questions), we were told 
that our textbook was all that 
was necessary. In that case, 
Professor, I ask you- what are 
you getting paid for? Since the 
lectures consisted of nothing 
except the professor reading 
word for word out of the text- 
book, I can easily say that he 
contributed nothing important 
to that class and in fact was a 
second to third rate professor. 
Clearly a gap existed between 
student expectations and the 
professor's own philosophy of 
"teaching", if I can call it that. 

At first I was quiet voice, 
hoping to come to some mutual 
agreement with the professor 
that would satisfy both parties. 
This,m unfortunately, was not 
accomplished. I discovered 
though that a great number of 
other students, both in my first 
year class and in second year 
classes, also voiced their dis- 
pleasure with this particular 
professor. The department it- 
self was already aware that a 
problem existed. So what ac- 
tion was taken? Well in my 
humble opinion-nothing! 

The right that all Lau- 
rentian students had, probably 
the only one, which was to be 
able to see any written material 
that was submitted b y them, 



was denied. Since none of the 
tests were ever reviewed in 
class, this issue was of great 
importance to myself and my 
colleagues. Oddly enough the 
question "Do students have the 
right to review exams?" was 
addressed in our meetings with 
department heads. Last year's 
SGA President, Marc Veno, 
wrote a letter to the department 
strongly recommending that the 
calendar explicitly state that stu- 
dents do have this right. The 
interpretation of this years cal- 
endar is such that only through 
an appeal is this allowed. No 
lectures, no labs, no review, no 
results, no rights! 

Our requests were con- 
veniently left tangled up in the 
"red tape" of the departments 
bureaucracy, until it was too 
late in the semester to make a 
difference. Our appeals were 
dealt with in the most unprofes- 
sional manner. The procedures 
of an appeal, which should have 
included an inquiry with both 
professor and student present 
before a commission was disre- 
garded. The departmental view 
was that our manipulated marks 
were within expectations of a 
first year course. They ne- 
glected to address the issue that 
the professor made it impossi- 
ble for students for better their 
mark. 

Instead of reviewing in- 
dividual appeals the department 
decided to take the matter as a 
class appeal. All written re- 



quests were scanned behind 
closed doors and neatly filed 
away. Student concerns were 
belittled and seen as not having 
an influence on final marks. 
The students did not get their 
day in court, but it's obvious 
that this particular professor did. 
The regulation that we as stu- 
dents must abide by, obviously 
do not apply to the faculty. 

Apparently, letters were 
sent out in August to some 
students who did appeal ( I am 
still waiting for mine) inform- 
ing them that their concerns 
were appreciated but the de- 
partments decision was to do 
nothing about it. Oopps, I lied, 
the department said that they 
would "keep an eye " on this 
professor and in fact he has 
been unloaded of teaching the 
Introductory Psychology course 
this year (which amounts to 
nothing) 

This experience has 
taught me a few important les- 
sons. The biggest one obvi- 
ously is that you can't beat the 
system even in the face of injus- 
tice. Butitalsotaughtmenotto 
waste my time going through 
the motions of departmental 
regulations. Next time, and I 
pray there will never be a next 
time, I will take my concerns 
right to the top- whoever that 
is! 

Fellow Laurentian stu- 
dents, you should not have to 
go through the toil and delib- 
eration that I and my fellow

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You don't have to be White to get AIDS" 



As part of AIDS awareness week, the ACCESS committee is 
hosting a "Visual AIDS" display at the TNO, 90 King street. It is a 
display of posters from AIDS awareness committees from all over 
the world. 

Any enlightened person is aware that AIDS does not discrimi- 
nate on the basis of age, sex, race, religion, or sexual orientation. Six 
years ago when AIDS first became a topic of general discussion it 
was commonly believed that AIDS was a disease that affected 
homosexuals, intravenous drug users, and Haitians. White straight 
men like me could sit back, secure in the belief that AIDS was 
someone else's disease. It wasn't my problem. Since the beginning 
of AIDS awareness campaigns, these educators have been teaching 
people about the reality of AIDS. It is not a gay disease or a drug 
addicts disease. It is a disease affecting all of humanity. 

One striking poster at the "Visual AIDS" display was from an 
African country. The picture is of four young black children playing; 
underneath is a caption, "You don't have to be gay. You don't have 
to be white... to get AIDS". When I read that, it occurred to me that 
there are people who believe that AIDS is a white man's disease, my 
disease. I have seen many posters that try to get across the idea that 
AIDS is a universal disease. Intellectually, I know the facts but, it felt 
strange to be part of a group that people associated with AIDS. 



When you compare the posters, the North American awareness 
campaigns are much more subtle than campaigns from other countries. 
One poster from Australia pictures a nude male from the neck down to 
the upper thigh. He has a bright ribbon tied around his penis and in front 
of his body he is holding a package of condoms. Below is the caption, 
"Wrap your lunch". 

The display is organized into four groups; death, defiance, 
defence, and desire. The four themes in the display represent what 
AIDS education is trying to accomplish. First, AIDS is a disease that 
kills. It is not something to be taken lightly. Currently, there is no cure. 
If you get AIDS you die. Second, AIDS educators are faced with the 
challenge of battling ignorance and stupidity. Sometimes they must 
defiantly use materials that will offend people, or considered in poor 
taste, in order to get their message across. Third is the message of 
defence. If people know the facts they can take precautions to keep 
AIDS from becoming their problem. Finally, sexual desire is a part of 
life. So is survival, the desire to stay alive. People will continue having 
sex, but that doesn't mean it has to be dangerous. If you know the facts, 
and take the appropriate precautions, you don't have to be afraid. 

The final day for the display will be from 6 to 8, Thursday, 
October 10th. Be sure to see it! 



Students and Professors angered by Education Cuts 



Ontario's university professors and students condemned today's announce- 
ment of cuts to university funding, saying it will create an irreversible education 
deficit 

Ontario Treasurer Floyd Laughren has cut $ 1 3 million from this year's base 
funding to colleges and universities. "Delays" in pay equity funds and new initiatives 
will also affect the post-secondary sector. 

"This is a decision based on conservative politics, not sound economic 
planning," said Bill Graham, president of the Ontario Confederation of University 
Faculty Associations (OCUFA). "What kind of long range plan is it to damage post- 
secondary education and research - the key tools Ontario will need for economic 
recovery?" 

"Universities are already cut to the bone," said Ontario Federation of 
Student(OFS) Chair Laurie Kingston. "These cuts can only translate into more 
cancelled programs and capped enrollment. Tomorrow's students are going to find 
the doors to post-secondary education nailed shut." 

Both Graham and Kingston worried that today's cuts will undermine recent 
efforts to increase university participation from groups traditionally excluded: women, 
disabled people, visible minorities and aboriginal people. "Recent equity programs 
are the most vulnerable to cuts in base budgets," said Graham. "If pay equity and 



ministry equity initiatives are also 'delayed', we'll see universities retrench to 
their role of educating only the privileged." 

Kingston said administrators would use the funding cuts to increase 
their demands for huge tuition fee increases, which discourage all but the 
wealthy. "It seems absurd that an NDP government would let the burden of 
restraint fall on those who can least afford - and who most need - a post- 
secondary education." 

OCUFA and OFS urged the Bob Rae government to reject the big 
business lobby against social spending. "When Floyd Laughren announced 
his first budget, he rightly argued that fighting the recession should take 
priority over fighting the deficit," said Graham. "Leading economists, 
including the Conference Board of Canada, agreed. Our message is that the 
government should return to its objectives." 

"We don't believe Ontarians wanted another conservative govern- 
ment when they voted for the NDP," said Kingston. "We need a government 
with a vision for education and the courage to implement it" 

OCUFA represents 12,000 Ontario faculty members and academic 
librarians. OFS represents over 200,000 Ontario university and community 
college students.

For the past several weeks 
I have been observing the very 
obviousproblem thatexists in park- 
ing lotnumbernine. Iamaresident 
on campus and have paid my ninety 
sex dollars,(plus lax), to have the 
convenience of a parking lot to 
safely leave my car. Unfortunately, 
I feel I have been severely ripped 
off! I heard rumors to the effect 
that THIS year security was going 
to crack down on parking viola- 
tions at the university. Apparently 
this was merely a scare tactic; one 
that has failed. Although I have 
seen many ticketed vehicles on the 
hill outside of University College 
Residence, this is the only sign of 
any change. 

I see at least two vehicles 
on average a day entering lot nine 
through the exit.

With this in mind, I still 
do not park in a spot where I will 
obstruct laneways in order to save 
myself from walking a few extra 
feet and I demand the same of 
others. 

I merely wish to bring to 
your attention my questions and 
concerns about the misuse of park- 
ing g lot nine. 

If I see people entering 
through the exit when I'm not look- 
ing out for it, imagine how many 
people would be caught, (and 
fined), if it were regularly moni- 
tored. I suggest a coloured sticker 
or card, (one that cannot be photo- 
copied), for those vehicles who 
have paid.

Once again I put the pen to paper to voice a thought. 

The topic that I want to discuss with you this week is religion. Actually, I should more 
accurately define the topic as the question of faith. 

I am enrolled in a class at the University of Sudbury which is a survey course of the 
worlds living religions. I took the course out of interest and to gain insight into different 
cultures' worlds. What follows here are thoughts motivated by studying the place of religion 
in different societies. 

In class we have been looking at the Hindu faith. Specifically, we learned of a festival 
ofpurificauon that occurs every 12 years called the Khumba Mela. It is a ritual where millions 
bathe in the river Ganges. The thing that stirred me is that upwards of two million people come 
to this river to dip in this sacred water (which ironically is severely polluted) to fulfill their 
spiritual quest. 

Now some people take a very cynical attitude towards these practices. There are 
contradictions involved in this faith but the thing that moved me was the power of their belief. 
It is a culture that is so far removed from our own that we cannot really understand it. I think 
that all good and bad considered that it holds some basic principles that our society lacks 
today. 

Can you honestly imagine the sight of millions of people gathering in one area for one 
goal? People today still marvel at the gathering at Woodstock which seems to pale in 
comparison. 

It is general knowledge that religion is on decline. It basically started with Darwin's, 
Origins of Man, in the late 19th century where the theories of biblical creation were 
challenged by the theory of evolution. The church-going generation generally resides with 
senior citizens and our parents' generation. 

We live in the age of bigger, new-improved and Ninja Turtles. For most, they agree 
with Nietzche when he wrote that, "God is dead". 

I am not saying that everyone should go and pick up a religion, but I think we should 
return to some of the elements that having "faith" holds. 

I am a Roman Catholic but in the eyes of apriestl am probably unworthy of salvation 
and a sinner. I do not attend church or confess my sins ( at least not to a priest). I am confused 
by my faith really and have adopted from the roots of it a belief that suits me. I wear a cross 
around my neck which for me is a reminder of an act of pure unselfishness. I also wear the 
charms of Saint Anthony which is my family's Saint. 

I think what is important here is the thought. The energy of the belief in some sort 
of eternal justice. Of purity, truth and eternal understanding. In a world that offers no answers 
and appears hopeless; their is hope. Some tend to believe that our life is here and that's that 
(this point is beautifully argued by Wallace Stevens in his poem Sunday Morning). 

I am an idealist. I think that is something most people are a victim of. I just hope 
that their is something out there. A purpose. Something that will explain the conscious and 
this life. 

Religion must be looked at as something that helps define people in a sense. The 
Hindu people have a faith that some would interpret as blind. It is an extreme example. For 
them it is the oneness of Brahman- For me it is some other "truth". For you it might simply 
be a sunfilled day by a lake. Whatever it is it detaches from the self-centeredness that the 
human animal thrives on. It offers humility. It doesn't have to be through a church of 
shouldn'tbe forced upon you. It is an extension of and a realization of your existence, it can 
only be achieved by you.

On October 3 rd 
1991 Ontario Treasurer 
Floyd Laughren an- 
nounced a 1 3 million Dol- 
lar cut in funding to col- 
leges and universities. 
The cut was actually a 
clawback of funding al- 
ready guaranteed to the 
universities for the CUR- 
RENT fiscal year. What 
this will mean to each in- 
stitution is that budgets 
are to be revise their exist- 
ing 1991-92 budgets to 
compensate for the de- 
crease in government 
funding. What this means 
to YOU is that Laurentian 
will be required operate 
this year without more that 
$ 175,000 

in government funding. 
This will cause a couple 
of things to happen over 
the next few months. The 
university has two 
choices, either cut pro- 
grams and services or run 
a deficit budget. Neither 
of these options are ac- 
ceptable, though the uni- 



versity has been put in this 
predicament by a provin- 
cial government that since 
taking power has done 
everything in its power to 
reduce the quality and ac- 
cessibility to post second- 
ary education. 

The most alarming 
factor in this action is that 
it has set the tone for the 
upcoming provincial 
budget. It is felt by many 
inside sources that the uni- 
versities should expect no 
increases in government 
funding, even though a 
seven to nine percent in- 
crease is necessary to just 
maintain the status quo. 
The overall effect of this 
would be a dramatic dete- 
rioration of the current 
quality of education, and/ 
or huge increases in fm- 
tion fees. 

We do however have the 
ability to let the govern- 
ment know that these ac- 
tions are unacceptable.

Cross Country Running Team: Best in a Decade 



In the light of the wonderful success of the soccer team, L.U. may not 
be aware of the fact that University is home to yet another nationally 
ranked team . The men 's cross-country running team was ranked 6th in the 
country due to its very strong placing at the University ofWestera Ontario 
Invitational on Sept 21st. The race was host so a very competitive 
international field which included teams from Syracuse, Yale and Buffalo 
as well as most of the Ontario schools. 

The team was led by Mark Dewan who placed 30th overall and 14th 
among Ontario runners finishing the 10km racial a time of 33:51. Jason 
Wilke was 39th in 34:25 and Kevin Sullivan was 41st in 34:29. Derek 
Reed, Mark Proulx, Paul Van Sickle and Jason Leach were 51st , 66th , 
85th and 92nd. The Race was won by Puck Wempleof Yale in 32: 10. The 
team placed 7th over-all, and 3rd among the attending Ontario schools . 
Our fair Laurentian women competed in the 5Km race. Heather 
Gauthier placed 82nd. Olivia Knapp placed 83rd while Tracy Hanmer was 
102 and Robin Mochezuki 112. Unfortunately, the full womenV team 
was not present for this event. Therefore, the team ranking was not 
established. 

Collectively, this is the best running team Laurentian has boasted in the 
last decade. It should improve continue to represent Laurentian will over : 
the next few years as most of the runners are first and second year students. 
This will also have a very positive overflow into the indoor track and field 
team. It is clear that this years 4 x 800 m. team will be, at the very least, 
as strong as last years record braking squad. At the very most, it could be 
extremely nationally competitive. 

On the October 5th, the team competed at the University of Toronto 
Invitational 10km race held at Sunny brook park. Mark Dewan, once again 
led the team placing, despite running slightly slower then in London. He 
was 12th in the field of 107. His time was 34:30. Derek Reed was 22nd 
in 35.34 and Kevin Sullivan and Mark Proulx were 25th and 26th in35:56. 
Jason Leach, Shawn McCandle, Colin Campbell, Peter Przychodzki, 
Peter Neuminan, and Andrew Saarinen were 42nd, 58th, 74th, 79th, 91st, 
and 96th, respectively. 

Despite missing two of its top runners, (Jason Wilke who was in 
swimming competition, and Rob Campbell who is competing in the World 
Triathlon Championships in Australia), the team placed a close 5t»in the 
field of 12. At full strength the team would have easily placed 2nd or 3rd. 
Indeed, it has a very good chance at being in the top 6 in Canada at the end 
of this year. However, the significance of this years performance is not the 
fast approaching season ending. The significance of these performances 
is the upcoming year, combined with the team building, that will improve 
Laurentian's representation in the sport. 



Using the same team building logic, it is undoubtable that the Womens' 
running teams will have a strong performance in that future as well. After all, 
they placed 5th overall, with Olivia Knapp capturing the 25th place. Heather 
Gauthier placed 26th followed closely by our veteran middle distance runner 
Maureen Stapleton in the 28th. Shannon Dunn, in preparation for the skiing 
season, placed 30th. Headier Mallard and Robin Mochezuki placed 43rd and 
51st, in mis five kilometer race. 

The OUAA championships will be held November 2 on the same course. 
Therefore, it was a very healthy experience for the athletes who were not yet 
familiar with the course. Ultimately, the experience will aid them in tactical 
preparation for the championships. 

However, despite these the fine performances, there is a certain mentality 
m die upper levels of the Athletic Department that is absolutely detrimental to 
the progress of athletes in asport such as cross country running or track and field. 
Although it is not clear whether this mentality is influenced by the limited 
funding; it inevitably has something to do with it. Perhaps it is the mentality of 
two key men who influence the politicized body 

The first one, in his meeting with the track and field team discussed the 
flaws of the previous year. He clearly stated that if it was in his power he would 
cut the track and field team. Simply because, he did not feel that the general 
student body could cheer in the track and field performance. Since the cross 
country running is even less audience friendly, it is reasonable to say that the 
identical mentality applies to cross country running teams. On the bigger scale, 
any otherteam that attracts minimal or no attention of the Laurentian fans must 
feel threatened After all, this threat would be relevant the Cross Country skiing 
team, the swim team, women's field hockey, curling team and perhaps a few 
others. Abviously, all these team members can not be soccer or basketball 
players. Though, it is more than certain that all of them envy their success. 

The second detrimental issue to the cross country running and track & field 
team is the fundamental missunderstanding of the sport. It is the opinion of the 
high Athletic executives that there is no use of investing money in a sport that 
wUl not have top ranking which will not have tremendous results in the sport 
within the five years of being at Laurentian. It seems that they are financial 
determinist, judging the validity of a sport by nearly instant standing. There is 
also another potential explanation, they maybe clearly favouring thesportsthat 
they coach.This is clearly negative. 

Actually, if this thesis is true; it is very sad. It is but another set back to the 
tremendous potential improvement of this team, along with the other teams 
sharing a similar nature. Laurentian will have a difficult time attracting top 
athletes in these sports. Nor will it enable these athletes already in the L.U. to 
have their best performances!

Anabolic steroids, male hormone, growth hor- 
mones, blood doping. If you are an athlete these 
words are widespread. The question of whether 
or not to use them is there all the time. You know 
fellow team mates, as 
well as competitors that 
use drugs, so you feel 
that you should, just to 
stay competitive. Then 
the athletes behind you 
start and the beat goes 
on. 

Canada, in gen- 
eral, was in the dark (or 
didn't care) about the 
problem until the 1988 
Olympics, when it all 
came out. Several ath- 
letes were tested posi- 
tive for the use of drugs. 
All were withdrawn 
from competition and 
Canada struggled to get 
to the bottom of our ath- 
letes' drug use. 

Testing seemed a viable course of action, 
then the true extent of the problem was found. It 
was widespread enough to take legal action. But 
was it legal to require athletes to submit to the 




test? The courts decided it was. Athletes at the 
National / International level could be tested. 
But the problem is deeper than just the 
N/I level. Athletes as young as 10 were using 
these "performance enhancers". Now others are 
being tested. Freshmen to 
professionals can now be 
asked to submit to the tests. 
The reason for the test- 
ing is not to catch athletes 
doing something wrong or 
to stop them from compet- 
ing; it's to protect them 
from the harm these drugs 
cause. There is a famous 
football player, Lyle 
Alzado, who now suffers 
^'^V with widespread cancer.

ney failure, liver damage, 
and excessive or sup- 
pressed growth are all com- 
mon side effects. Some of these are wanted 
while others are life- threatening! "Performance 
enhancers" will make you more competitive but 
at the same time they may end your career and 
your life.
